Experts Are To Survey — 
The Postal Accounting 
System For Rate Fixing 


Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker announced today that he 
has employed Mr. Charles A. 
Heiss retiring comptroller of the 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, and Mr. Allan B. 
Crunden, retiring’ Assistant Com- 
ptroller of the same concern, to 
make a survey of and to suggest 
improvements in the Post Office 
Department’s accounting and cost 
ascertainment systems, the data 
from which are used in fixing 
postal rates. 


Employment of the two men is 
designed to bring to the postal 
service the benefits of the exper- 
ience of a large business concern 
in handling cost and accounting 
functions, and to determine if new 
methods and practices, developed 
in private industry, are adaptable 
to postal use. While the present 
personnel of the Post Office De- 
partment is able and efficient, it is 
expected that the viewpoint of 
persons outside the service will 
be .helpful in developing new 
ideas 


The two experts are being em- 
ployed under a provision for such 
a study enacted in the postal ap- 
propriation act for this fiscal year. 
This provision was included upon 
recommendation of the Postmaster 
General—the first occasion, at 
least in modern times, when the 
Post Office Department itself has 
initiated such a survey. The last 
thorough studies of the data on 
which postal rates are based were 
made in 1911 and 1921, both under 
the direction of Congress. 


Mr. Heiss and Mr. Crunden will 
begin their project July 15. After 
an extended examination of the 
Department’s accounting and sta- 
tistical work, tkey will submit 
a written report and recommen- 
dations. 

The survey marks another step 
in a continuing series of improve- 
ments designed to provide the 
most efficient possible postal ser- 
vice. Major changes made in the 
Postal Establishment during the 
last two years include: 

Establishment of the Office of 
Budget and Administrative Plan- 
ning, a small planning group of 
postal experts of long service, 
whose function is to bring con- 
stantly into the service all im- 
provements and modernization 
that are practical; establishment 
of the Operations Board, consist- 
ing of key officials of the Depart- 
ment, which meets frequently 
and co-ordinates the work of all 
bureaus; decentralization of the 
supervision of second-class post 
offices to expedite handling of 
their affairs; unification of ac- 
counting and statistical work in 
the Department’s Bureau of Ac- 
counts; complete reorganization of 
the Bureau of the First Assistant 
Postmaster General, in charge of

Airport Dedication In 
Honor Of Lt. Gen. Bradley 


Moberly, Missouri, dedicated its 
one-half million dollar airport 
July 5, 1943. This field has been 
named in honor of Lt. General 
Omar N. Bradley, who was the 
first commander of American for- 
ces in this war to demand and re- 
ceive from a unit of the German 
army “unconditional surrender— 
immediate compliance.” 

Two covers appeared in com- 
memoration of the dedication 
event. The first was a rubber- 
stamp cachet which was sponsored 
by the Moberly Chamber of Com- 
merce. The following wording ap- 
peared: “Dedication/Omar N. 
Bradley/AIRPORT/July 5, 1943 
Dedication Flight/Moberly, Miss- 
ouri/Home of Lt. Gen. Bradley. 

The second cover was a printed 
cachet, with a picture of Moberly’s 
native son, Lt. Gen. Bradley. The 
wording was: AIRPORT DEDICA, 
TION, Culy 5, 1943/Omar N. Brad- 
ley/Dedication Flight from Brad- 
ley Field/Moberly, Missouri... 
Home of Lt. Gen. Bradley. 

These covers were carried on a 
special flight to the Kansas City, 
Missouri, airport. Our first cover 
was postmarked at Moberly, 
Missouri, July 5, 4 P. M. The sec- 
ond cover did not receive a Mob- 
erly postmark, but it was 
marked at the postoffice of the Air 
Maij Field at Kansas City. The 
postmark is dated July 5, 6 P. M.

fice Department Officials just love 
to keep tiny little secrets and let 
the—stamp collectors sweat. 

Due to printing methods fre- 
quently used in any big printing 
plant on large production orders 
the American Bank Note Company 
slipped one over on the Postoffice 
Department and have thus created 
another upset for the stamp col- 
lectors. 

It is entirely possible that the 
specifications for printing and 
delivery between the ABNC and 
the POD merely called for certain 
stamps printed in certain colors 
and delivered on a certain sched- 
ule, of course being in sheets of a 
specified size and such details. As 
to know the ABNC did the work 
and all those mechanical details, 
no specifications were made as 
printing was their business and 
how they did it in order to meet 
the price and produce the stamps 
was probably their concern. 

It has now come to pass that the 
ABNC adopted a plan that is com. 
mon practice in any large printing 
plant handling work of any nature 
where there are several similar 
jobs to be done. 

To make any one of these 
stamps requires the making of the 
plates. If four panes of 50 stamps 
are printed at one time, four 
plates for each part of the design 
must be made. What was’ done 
with the Czechoslovak stamp and 
the stamp for Norway was to 
make two plates for the Czecho- 
slovak stamp and two plates for 
the Norway stamp and run the 
four plates as one job, 

It was due to this reason that 
the Czech stamp was slow in get- 
ting into’ circulation. Barely 
enough reached Washington in 
time for first day sale and covers 
were several days in getting fixed 
up and out in the mails, because 
the stamps had not arrived in suf. 
ficient quantity before the day of 
sale to permit getting the stamps 
on the covers and in the mails 
quickly. Also supplies for offices 
about the country were several 
days later than for the Poland 
stamp for this same reason. 

Here is what happened 

Two plates of 50 transfers were 
made for the Czcch stamp and two 
plates of 50 transfers for the Nore 
way stamp. These four plates

Comes there nearly always in 
the career of the average philatel_ 
ist the time where it is impossible 
for him, or her, to continue the 
collection along any one certain or 
even general line because of scar- 
city of material, advancing prices 
or a failing of interest. The spec- 
jalist in United States naturally 
needs a well-nourished bank-roll 
if he expects to carry his collection 
back very far. The identical hand- 
icap asserts itself in many other 
specialty fields. Notoriously high- 
powered “errors”; outrageously 
expensive complete sets and such 
and stuff just bob up to prove 
stumbling blocks of a most aggra. 
vating type unless one has the ko- 
pecks to spread out on the barrel- 
head, Think money doesn’t help? 
Try getting your airmails complete 
from the Year of One in airmail- 
dom and see what you smack into 
in the way of fancy prices! 

All of which reduces the average 
collector, so to speak, to the gener_ 
al collecting status. Here he can 
play with Peru till he tires and he 
can wander over to Europe or 
down to Australia or into Asia or 
through Russia or even he can go 
up into the air and dabble with 
airmails for a while. He has plenty 
of room to romp around and if he 
watches his bunions, he won’t wear 
out too much shoe ieather getting 
along. But even he, poor soul, 
might eventually tire of his gen- 
eral collection. Then what? Well, 
he’s just like Mr. Sig Shot who 
reaches the point where even his 
bank-rcll can’t somehow obtain 
just everything he needs to com- 
plete this or that. 

The side-line pops around the 
corner flashing a slim, silken ankle 
and sockeroo. The side-line has 
caught herself another victim! She 
might be a fad for Red Cross 
stamps—collect everything you see 
with a Red Cross on it. She might 
be a Boy Scout vampire—grab 
everything that even smacks of a 
Boy Scout issue. She could even 
be the Statue of Liberty herself— 
catch all Statue of Liberty stamps 
you bump into issued anyplace 
throughout the world.

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were run together in a sheet of 
200 stamps to complete the print- 
ing of both the Czech and the 
Norway stamp. As a result of this 
we find that the two Czech plates 
were both top position plates 
were both top. position plates 
which have the name of the coun_ 
try over the fifth stamp or the 
stamp in the upper right corner of 
the sheet and the register mark 
over the third stamp in the top 
row. For the Norway stamp the 
name of the country was of course 
over the stamp in the top right 
corner of both lower plates of 50 
and the register mark was below 
the 48th stamp in the sheet at the 
bottom of the sheet. 

Thus there are no bottom reg- 
ister marks fox any of the Czech 
stamps and no top register marks 
for any of the Norway stamps. 

This monkey business as some 
would term it again upsets sched- 
ules sand plans for dealers who 
service covers as they can not sup. 
ply the two positions that are 
missing from the above printing 
methods, 

Had the ABNC printed the 
stamps by using both of the Czech 
plates on the right or left side of 
the sheet and the Norway on the 
other side, we would have found 
both register marks on _ each 
stamp, but as it is we are short a 
bottom register marked stamp for 
the Czech stamp and a top register 
marked stamp for the Norway 
stamp. 

Ho Hum! 

Now you have the story and can 
ease your mind about hunting for 
those missing register marked 
stamps for they are far more 
scarce than the proverbial needle 
in the haystack, as they just don’t 
exist. 

There is danger in the method 
of printing that has been used for 
if by any chance a sheet of the 
Norway stamps had been mixed in 
with the Czech stamps it is dol- 
lars to doughnuts that it might 
have went through on first day 
covers or otherwise without being 
caught and if such printing meth- 
ods are to continue collectors 
should watch for any one of these 
stamps before annonnced date of 
issue. If such a find should be 
made the stamps should immedi- 
ately be sent to the Collectors 
Club of New York or to reputable 
stamp men for authenticating the 
date. 


First Day Sales 

Collectors will be puzzled to ex- 
plain the fact that the First Day 
Cover Sales of the Czechoslovak 
stamp issued July 12 has topped 
the sale for the Poland stamp by 
almost ten thousand covers.

Overrun Nations Series 


The Bureau Specialist for July 
} contanis an illustration of the 
| plate layout for the current series 
|of Flag stamps. The illustration 
' shows that the plates from which 
| the printings are made are plates 
| of 200 subjects, divided into four 
panes of 50 stamps each in which 
form they are issued to the Postof- 
fices, 

There are two tap panes, each 
of which have the name of the 
country over the fifth stamp in 
the sheet, that is the one in the 
upper right corner. Over the cen. 
ter stamp, the third in the top 
row is a register mark in the form 
of an inverted “T”. This mark is 
in red and also in the color of the 
frame of the stamp. 

In the bottom two panes _ the 
name is over the corner stamp 
while the register mark is below 
the 48th stamp, the center one of 
the bottom row of the _ sheet. 
There has as yet been no method 
found by which the two top or the 
two bottom panes can be distin- 
guished, one from the other. We 
will of course be able to pick two 
sheets from top position and say 
one is the right and the other the 
left pane, by the various colored 
dots ete. which are found on the 
sheets, but which is which is a 
story that has not yet been solved. 
This holds true also for the lower 
panes, 

It seems apparent that the bor- 
der of these stamps is from a sin- 
gle die for the entire series. We 
see no apparent difference be- 
tween the border of this latest 
stamp and the Poland stamp. 

It would have been nice if there 





buyers, other than local Chicago 
Poles who bought covers and who 
were not stamp collectors. 

We can best judge this situation 
when we have a report on the Nor. 
way stamp which was issued on 
July 27th. Comparisons between 
these latter two stamps will give 
a more true picture of collector 
interest. 

One would at first thought be- 
Ifeve that collector interest is 
gaining momentum as the new 
stamps come along and if this is 
the situation, the shorter numbers 
of the earlier covers will in later 
years place them at a premium 
over the later issues, 

At first thought it would seem 
that the Poland stamp would have 
the largest sale of any of the is- 
sues since the American Polish 
population is probably much lar- 
ger than that of any of the other 
countries to be honored by stamps. 
But the sale of the first day cov- 
ers of these first two stamps seem 
to indicate that it will be increas- 
ed collector interest that will 
boost and influence sales of the 
stamps. 

It is to be noted that the first 
day covers from Washington for 
the Poiand stamp were 136,002 
while for the Czechoslovak stamp 
the number jumped to 145,112. 

Reports on first day sale of 
stamps favors the Poland stamp 
considerably, but this too is upset 
by the sale in two cities and doubt. 
less a large number of these 
stamps for Poland were bought 
and laid away by Poles, they hav- 
ing the majority in population 
over Czech citizens would natu- 
rally absorb a greater number of 
the unused stamps for laying 
away. 

A better comparison of this sale 
of stamps can also be made after 
the other issues are out. First day 
sale of stamps for Poland was 
$52,650.45 while the Czech stamp 
sold only $30,890.05. 





“DUSNIP”

Mr, Durkin says the name _ is 
coined from “DU” of Durkin; “S” 
for Spot; “N” for News; “I” for 
Item and “P” for Patriotic. 

The date on the News Item 
must be today’s and cover must be 
rushed to the postoffice and can- 
celed on same date. 





SALES CIRCUIT SERVICE 


Most stamp clubs find it im- 
practical to continue a sales \cir- 
cuit -:among its own membership 
for the principal reason that with- 
in a short time, each member has 
shown about-all he has in dupli- 
cate material and nothing new 
turns up, thus the circuit dies for 
lack of new blood. To clubs which 
are not affiliated with the larger 
national societies and want a sales 
circuit that will give their mem- 
bers something to look over, we 
suggest that you write Mr. W. O.

The Arbor Day 2c 
The Hon. J, Sterling Morton of Nebraska conceived the idea of 
Arbor Day, an annual event which was authorized in Nebraska in 
1872 to encourage reforestation. It became a national custom and it 
was decided in 1932 to celebrate the 60th birthday of the movement. 
Then it was found that Governor Morton’s 100th birthday was also 





in April of that year, and the ©— ; 


Arbor Day stamp was the outcome 
of the celebration.

P. O. DEPARTMENT NEEDS PHILATELIC NEWS BUREAU 

It is a fact that our Postoffice Department is in the business of 
selling stamps to stamp collectors. Recognition of the Philatelic 
Agency as a sales agent is one proof of this assertion. Servicing of 
first day covers with specially prepared cancellations’ is another 
point which supports this statement and the issue of such stamps as 
the souvenir sheets for the various stamp meets of past years as 
well as many other acts of the Department are ample evidence that 
our Postoffice Department is a stamp dealing concern catering to 
the stamp collectors of America. 

This all being a fact, why can the Department not properly ex- 
ploit and serve the thousands of customers to which it caters. If the 
Department is dealing in stamps for collectors, why does it not do 
like any business concern would do and make every effort to boost 
sales and help collectors in every possible manner in order that sales 
might be increased, Any real business concern would do that. 

All this would be possible on the part of the Department with- 
out in any way exploiting the collector to any further extent than 
in the past. We would not urge unnecessary and unusual issue to 
any greater extent than at present. We would not urge or recom. 
mend things that would be unethicaj in a Philatelists world, but we 
would urge the fullest cooperation on the part of the Department 
in order that collectors might take every advantage of the current 
stamp issues as they are prepared and released. 

A thoroughly trained, capable stamp man in the employ of the 
Postoffice Department could increase sales of stamps to collectors 
by many thousands of dollars each year without unusual or unethi- 
cal practices in doing the additional business. 

Such a man could first become a news bureau for the Depart- 
ment that would give advance information and news regarding all 
new stamp issues. Only a thoroughly trained and experienced phil- 
telist would be capable of analyzing any proposed new stamp issue 
and gathering therefrom the points of interest that would fascinate 
the stamp collector and that would tend to make increased sales for 
the stamps on their day of issue. Such increased sales would run 
into considerable in the course of a year such as the present. There 
is also much information that any stamp man could gather from 
Government records on stamp production that would make valuable 
and interesting news for the collector and much of this news and 
information would mean increased stamp sales. 

If our Postoffice Department is to continue in business as a 
stamp dealing concern, why not add a capable trained philatelist 
whose sole business it will be to keep the Philatelic world informed 
and to thus exploit the sale of the product and garner from such 
sale the additional dollars that can be added to Deprtment income. 

As already stated, we would not recommend or encourage unusua] 
or unnecessary issues but advance information and full details 
about any and all of the stamps that are currently made would pro- 
duce results that would fully justify the employment of a_ trained 
man to act as a Philatelic assistant or advisor to the Department. 
There is sufficient work that could be done in the interests of stamp 
collectors to give all the year round employment to such a man and 
the benefits to stamp collectors would be such that increased sales 
of all stamps would make the position a profitable one for the 
Government, 





NEW STAMPS BRING BACK OLD COLLECTORS 

Our daily mail gives us ample evidence that these new Flag 
stamps are bringing back to the fold many old collectors who have 
temporarily laid their albums aside. Many letters containing sub- 
scriptions emphasize this fact and these new people coming back into 
the fold are going to make good customers for they will soon start 
picking up the issues that they have missed in the few years that 
they have been away from the hobby. 

In the past 15 months we have carefully filed away every sub. 
scription card where a renewal has not been made. We are now 
mailing samples to this list, two or three hundred per week and 
this is getting results for many of those who failed to renew a year 
or more ago are now coming back and many tell us that the new 
stamps have fascinated them and revived their interest.

Holders of Safe Deposit Boxes 
jn William R, (Billy) Skidmore’s 
portage Park Safe Deposit vaults 
in Chicago make the claim that 
the recent robbery and looting of 
the vaults looks fishy and insin- 
pate that the “Skids” must have 
peen put under the vault looting 


job. 
Willis E. Potter of LaGrange, 
Illinois, sends us details of the 
looting along with newspaper clip- 
pings. The robbery was a well 
planned one by which the robbers 
practically looted the entire Safe 
Deposit Vault system of locked 
poxes. About 900 boxes were 
cleaned by an expert gang. Stocks, 
ponds and non negotiable articles 
were discarded and left lying on 
the vault floor but not so with a 
fine collection of stamps, the prop_ 
of Elmer Stuart well known 
Chicago collector-dealer and Vice- 
President of the Chicago Philatelic 
Society. 

An estimate of total losses runs 
around $400,000.00. Stuart’s loss 
consisted of his entire 30 year ac- 
cumulation of U. S. stamps which 
was practically complete except 
for the great rarities. The stamps 
are mounted on Scott’s linen hing_ 
ed album pages, the 19th Century 
pages being written up in Tom 
Hunters well know hand.
